N the eastern shores of the Sea of 
Galilee, and eight hours’ ride from 
the Palestine frontier, a great mountain 
stretches up, sheer and immense, from the 
hills of Anti-Lebanon. A hundred miles 
to the southward, on the borders of the 
Kingdom of Kerak, a still greater 
mountain stands sentinel of the plains, its 
i peak covered with snow. The 
smaller of these two giant mountains is 
Hermon; the greater is Hauran, and the 
barren, rock-scarred country that lies 
between them is the territory of the 
Druze people. 

A race apart, these Druzes have little 
to do with the outside world. Proud, 
secretive, and independent to the point of 
fanaticism, they rarely leave the 
fastnesses of their mountains, except to 
raid the plainsmen or to attack their 
enemies, the French. While they are 
friends of the British, for whom they 
have a high respect and admiration, they 
have a fierce hatred of the French, under 
whose jurisdiction their vilayet lies. 
They have never forgotten that Britain 
intervened on their behalf when the 
French Government sent an expedition 
against them seventy years ago. 

Once, going up to the Druze country 
from Dero’, a station on the Mecca 
railway, I was afforded an insight into 

hatred and this gratitude. With 
two companions I was riding through a 
déep and narrow defile in the hills, 
when we came across a solitary tribes- 
matt bé éaga, by the: side oí the 
path e was motionless and appa- 


hea ices er of. our approach, but 
w 


we that he had seen us and 
that, his apparent indifference was a sham. 
We had a warned before we set out 
that our journey was fraught with a 
cértain amount of danger; for the time 
was four years ago, and the hills hid 
many a rebel tribesman. The French had 
just captured Soueida, th . Druze capital. 
after a long and bitter siege. A 
campaign, remarkable for its ruthlessness 
and the ferocity of the fighters on both 
sides, had just ended and a French 
general had been recalled to France. 


FRIENDS. 


So it was that we were not surprised to 
find a man who had no greeting for us; 
as we drew level with him he turned and 
scowled. His stare was the insolent stare 
of a man who regarded us as enemies, 
nor did his surly look fade when ‘we drew 
rein and bade him the customary 
“ Salaam, Elekoum.’’ 

“Peace be upon you, if peace you 
bring,” said he, his eyes bitter. He 
lifted his thin arm and pointed to the 
north-east. ‘‘In Soueida,’’ he said, ‘‘ the 
charred rafters are still warm, and on the 
hillside, where the grass is red, the 
husbandless and the fatherless mourn.’’ 
He spat viciously on the ground. 
** Peace,” said he through tight lips, “‘ is 
a strange word inthe mouth of a 
Franji.”’ 

We hastened to explain that we were 
but travellers, and that we had crossed 
the frontier that day; and by way of a 

uarantee we mentioned the name of a 
ocal shaykh to whom we had letters of 
introduction. ‘‘Inglizi?’’ he queried 
half-unbelievingly, and then stood up and 
came and Jaid his hand upon the bridle 
of one of our mares. We nodded and 
pointed to the arrow clipped from the 
hait on the flanks of every one of our 
animals, 

Instantly his manner changed, and he 
gave us the salute. “ Friends,” said he, 
“‘forgive a friend. My incivility is but a 
suspicious child whose parents are ill. 
treatment and oppression.’’ Again he 

laced his hand on his heart, lips and 
row, and then suddenly and without 
warning ran to a rock and climbed upon 
it. Throwing back his head and cupping 
his lips with his hands, he sent forth a 
throaty noise that sounded like the cackle 
of a magpie. Instantly six other men 
appeared from behind the rocks on either 
side of the track. They were dressed in 
turbans and cloaks of white, and were 
armed with a curved sword, a rifle and a 
dagger, and we realised that our approach 
had been watched and marked by six 
homme of eyes squinting along six rusty 

arrels. The man on the path shouted 
to them that we were friends, and one by 
one they descended from their ambuscade 
and greeted us with the frank friendliness 
while the first man dis- 
appeared in a cleft between two boulders 
and re-appeared with a string of six Arab 
ponies. 

SAFE GUIDANCE. 

““Ya Sidi,’’ he said, “the time is ill 
and our nation has had much trouble. 
Therefore are there many watchers in the 
hills. Your clothes are the clothes of 
those for whom they watch, and so we 
will give you safe guidance to the top of 
the wadi.’”’ : : 

We protested fully and sincerely. Our 
way led through the French lines, and 
we knew that our acceptance of their 
offer might easily betray them; but they 
would have nothing of it. ‘‘ They are our 
enemies, but you are our friends,”’ said 
they, and mounting their ponies, 
clattered on ahead of us. They did not 
Jeave us until we were in sight of the 
French outposts, and then only because 
they thought their presence might draw 
the fire of the. Legionaries. 

The race of which these six men were 
tvpical examples is divided into three 
distinct branches. The strongest and most. 
powerful is that of Jebel-Druze, a hardy 
and warlike clan, whose homes are high 
up on the slopes of Mount Hauran. They 
are ruled by a chief whose power, both 
spiritual and temporal, is _ absolute. 
This personage is known as the Sheik-el- 
Jebel. Since “ Sheik’’—notwithstanding 
its application by modern novelists to 
denote a handsome youth with whom the 
heroine invariably falls in. love—means 
“An old man,” and “Jebel’’ signifies 
“mountain,” his proper title is that of 
the Old Man of the Mountain.. 

“The Old Man of the Mountain ’’—the 
mention of whose name in medieval 
Europe was enough to make all good 
Christians cross themselves, and who 
figures, usually in the guise of an ogre, 
through so many fairy stories of more 
modern date—was one Hassen Sabbel), 
Chief of the Jebel-Druze, and enemy of 
the Crusaders at the beginning of the 
twelfth century. His writ ran far 
beyond the confines of his own territory, 
and his word was Jaw with the nomad 

ples of the whole Arabian Peninsula, 
pe Mosul to Mecca, and from Aden to 
Aleppo. 

Ae that period the Druzes numbered 
amongst their various peoples a society of 
suligions fanatics, known as Hashishans.

Dalkey. 


The little township of Dalkey, in the 
eighteenth century, was a _ favourite 
rendezvous for picnics and “sod” 
parties, as they were called. James 
Gaskin, in “ Varieties of Irish History ”’ 
(1869) gives a vivid account of one of the 
last of the ‘‘ fétes champetres”’ of Dublin 
society, given by Sir Edward Blakeney, 
Commander of the Forces in Ireland. On 
a beautiful June day a stream of open 
carriages bore the youth and beauty of 
the Metropolis to a green amphitheatre at 
Dalkey, where, to the strains of a mili- 
tary band, groups of quadrille dancers 
‘‘commenced their graceful movements 
on the greensward.’’ In the evening, after 
dining in a marquee, the entire company 
sang Moore’s “ Hark the vesper hymn is 
stealing.’’ As the writer justly remarks, 
“the scenes were worthy of the pencil 
of a Watteau.”’ 


Long Lived Inhabitants. 


Dalkey had another claim to fame one 
hundred years or so ago, and that was on 
account of the longevity of its inhabitants. 
One of these, “ Honest Bill’’ Harwood, 
known as “ The Pilot of Dalkey,” died in 
1855, aged 101. He was a famous 
character, who had once been blown in an 
open boat to Holyhead. Al the 
celebrities afterwards sailed in this boat, 
which was finally utilised as the roof of 
a summer-house in the ‘ Tivoli’’ of 
Dalkey, where hundreds of puncheons of 
whiskey, unadulterated, were drunk under 
its timbers. A short time before the 
death of old “Bill” he brought some 
people to the graveyard, and pointed to a 
spot where he wished to be buried. When 
his grave was being dug the workinen 
found a large flagstone at the spot in- 
scribed with three ancient crosses, which 
was utilised as the headstone of his last 
resting-place. 


Melting Snow. 


When reading White's ‘‘Natural History 
of Selbourne ’’ last week I came across an 
interesting fact. He says that on ground 
under which there exist ruins or stone 
foundations of buildings snow always 
melts more quickly. The heat of the sun 
during a thaw is apparently reflected 
from the stones underground, and is not 
reflected from clay alone. Thus the out- 
lines of a house car easily be distinguished 
by the different quality of the snow if its 
old ‘foundations are a few feet under- 
ground. 

Obviously this should be of importance 
to archwologisis were it not for the fact 
that the countries in which investigations 
of that kind are being carried on are 
wv too far South to have any snow at 
a

I am glad to hear that ‘‘ Juggernaut,” 
the play by my friend, Mr. David Sears, 
which was awarded the gold medal at last 
year's Tailteann Games, is to be produced 
next week at the Gate Theatre, Dublin.

I have read the play, 
which has much force, and _ certainly 
presents an original point of view. | 
admit frankly that it is not my point oí 
view; but Mr. Sears presents his case 
soberly and with considerable dramatic 
power.

A Notable Link. 


How many of the innumerable 
travellers who cross the Tubular Bridge 
connecting Anglesea with the mainland 
consider the romantic story connected 
with this part of the Principality ? 

Up to the beginning of the nineteenth 
century travellers from Ireland had to 
cross the Menai Straits by ferries, an 
inconvenient and dangerous undertaking. 

The Government then constructed the 
graceful Menai Suspension Bridge, which 
was opened in 1826, and cost £120,000, 
the sum of £26,500 being paid to the 
owners of the suspended ferries. 

With the expansion of the failway a 
new bridge was necessary, and in 1846 
work was commenced on the Britannia 
Tubular Bridge by Robert Stephenson ; 
the name being derived from a rock in 
the middle of the Strait. The bridge 
consists of long, hollow tubes, which rest 
on roller beds, on the shore towers, to 
allow for the contraction and expansion 
due to the variation of the temperature. 
The full length of the bridge is 1,841 feet, 
and it cost £621,865. 

The formal opening took place on the 
6th March, 1850, and I fancy there are 
few-of us who yearn jor the return of the 
“good old days.” when the traveller had 
to risk his precious Jife on the uncertain 
ferries which braved the swilt currents of 
the Strait. 


Mr. “ Billy” Colgan. 


I notice that a sporting paper «i recent 
date welcomes back to Ireland the well- 
known cotton expert, Mr. William Colgan.

Ile won the championship at Portmarnock 
in 1924, and in 1927 he won the Light- 
weight Race, Ulster Grand Prix. He also 
competed in Belgian and Italian races, and 
is the winner of twenty cups and numerous 
gold and silver medals. Mr. Colgan, who 
is in his twenty-sixth year, is a member 
of one of the happiest of families, who are 
near neighbours of Maynooth College. 
When his uncle. the Rev. John Colgan, 
O.8.B., who is stationed in England, pays 
a visit to his old home, the reverend pro- 
fessors of the College are invited to meet 
him, and they are hospitably entertained. 
Miss Molly Colgan, his sister, is a keen 
motorist, and is well-known fo the 
members of the “ Killing Kildares,’ with 
whom she is very popular. 
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Unsatisfactory Leagues. 


A propos of a paragraph in the “ Diary ”’ 
a few days ago dealing with the Hockey 
Leagues in Ulster, I should like to mention 
a rather similar case i. Rugby, writes a 
correspondent. 

Last year, or ra‘her in the season 1927- 
28, several Rugby clubs broke away fiom 
the League system and filled their fixture 
cards with friendly games only. During 
the 1927-28 season there was such a lot 
of playing games for double points in the 
championship, and confusion in general, 
when games had to be postponed owing to 
the weather and various other reasons that 
dissatisfaction was expressed in many 
clubs. The games, too, began to be of a 
detidedly ‘‘scrappy’’ nature, and, to all 
intents and purposes, it was the points, 
and not the game, that counted. At the 
beginning of the present season a mild 
sensation was caused by the action of the 
three Jeading Ulster Rugby . clubs— 
Instonians, North and (Queen’s—who 
decided to play only “ friendlies’’ 
throughout the season. Of course they 
were severely criticised at the time, but 
they have had a most enjovable (Ne, and 
have played many games witl. cross- 
Channel teams, and this year has seen 
more ‘‘strange’’ team. in Belfast than 
ever before. 

It would seem that the selectors also 
kept a watchful eye on the ‘ blackleg”’ 
clubs, as on the interprovincial team 
ugainst Munster no fewer than twelve 
members were picked from these clubs— 
six from Instonians, four from North, and 
two from Queen’s. This does not seem to 
suggest that players deteriorate when the 
game played is not competitive. 

If, as the writer of the “ Hockey 
League ’’ suggests, the game is beginning 
to suffer owing to the serious view taken 
of winning the points, then by all means 
let the influential clubs drop out of the 
competitions and so set an example to the 
others, and help to keep the standard of 
hockey in its accustomed high position. 


An Trish Caricaturist. 


The late Harry Furniss, the talented 
lrish caricaturist, whose life has been 
written by his daughter, and will shortly 
be published, was a native of Wexford, and 


he will, perhaps, be chiefly remembered 


for his invention of the famous Gladstone 
collar, which, in the cartoons of a former 
political generation, formed an almost 
inevitable feature. 

Furniss was born in 1854. the son of 
English and Trish parents. He was 
educated in Dublin, and it is recorded that 
in his schooldays he edited a Schoolboys’ 
Punch in close imitation of the original. 
When nineteen, he went to London, and 
began to contribute to the illustrated 
papers, in particular the Jllustrated 
London Neirs, 

His associations with Punch began in 
1880, and he became famous as the 
ilustrator of Lucy's “Diary of Toby, 
M.P.,” a notable feature for many years. 
He resigned from the Punch staff in 1894. 
and then produced a comic paper “ Lika 
Joka,’’ and in 1898 another periodical, 
“ Fair Game,” neither of which, however, 
was successful. 

Furniss also did good work as a book 
illustrator, and his drawings adorn 
editions both of Dickens and Thackeray.

FREAK SCHEMES. 
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(By A. M. FRASER-NORTH.) 


E have all heard about the terrible 
death ray—the beam that kills 
everything in its path; the secret 
weapon that will ensure victory to the 
nation owning it, or prevent wars by 
making other nations shrink from its 
new terrors. Is this more than a threat 
or a promise as yet? Those who have 
claimed the discovery of this fearful ray 
have been singularly unlucky. The 
British Government has had two offers, 
but one inventor was unwilling to 
produce his apparatus for official tests 
until. he had received a substantial sum 
in cash down. Another asked the modest 
sum of £60,000, but unfortunately could 
not satisfy the experts that his ray was us 
potent as he imagined. ' 

So far as ig known, the fearsome death 
ray is not yet an accomplished fact. It 
appears to have been found by inventors 
in many,lands, but they have been too 
optimistic. Either their machines have 
failed completely under impartial tests 
in the laboratory, or the inventor has 
heen unaccountably shy cf allowing such 
tests to be made. 

The death ray may come, but another 
tragedy of disappointment has to be 
added to the story of the quest for it. 
A German, who recently claimed to have 
invented a ray that would carry silent 
death across miles cf country and would 
destroy every living thing within its 
radius, has been put in prison. Like so 
many other inventors of fearful and 
wonderful things, his optimism had led 
him to invite the public to invest in his 
machine before proofs. Tests, however, 
have since shown that his apparatus is 
quite harmless, and the  credulous 
investors who have Jost their money are 
furious. 


WISE OFFICIALS 


It is often complained 
departments are slow .a 
inventors, and British 
frequently been a special object of 
criticism on this score. In common 
justice, however, it should be observed 
that, if they have sometimes been 
inclined to turn the cold shoulder on new 
idea~, the British authorities have 
seldom wasted money on freak inventions. 

Trinity House, for instance, might have 
spent thousands of pounds on strange 
devices for making the coasts safe for 
shipping, for inventors have steadily 
bombarded the Brethren with ideas. Nor 
have the patentees been at all modest 
in estimating the fortunes that they 
should receive. One man had an idea 
for building lighthouses on sands, but 
suggested that he should have £100,000 
for his plan. Another had the notion of 
saving the cost of lighthouses by 
establishing novel ‘‘ shipwreck asylums,’ 
and nearly one hundred thousand pounds 
of public money would have been 
required. 

The ‘dmiralty has also been criticised 
because of its chilling reception of 
optimistic inventors, but at least it 
wisely requires definite evidence of what 
an invention will do before mating some 
hopeful genius rich. Scon after the 
war, when England began to think of 
salving some of the ships sunk in various 
waters, one of these bright brains called 
at Whitehall. He had a device by which 
he could save the bigyest ships ever built, 
but sbrewdly thought that it would be 
better for the British taxpayer to buy it 
outright. He was informed politely that 
it would be necessary to have details. 
His invention was a plan for firing 
torpedoes carrying steel cables right 
through the sunken vessels so that the 
cables could then be secured by tugs on 
either side and the wrecks dragyed to 
shore. The experts smiled. They had 
saved some thousands of the taxpayers 
money by delay. 


UNFULFILLED PROMISES. 


The public should always be chary 
about investing in patents which have not 
been thoroughly tested. It is in the nature 
of inventors to be super-optimistic. <A 
Birmingham man produced a machine 
which, he guaranteed, would prevent both 
housebreaking and fire. What a boon this 
would be!—but, alas, it proved a 
delusion. It did not prevent fire or keep 
away the burglars, nor did it prevent 
the loss of capital to those who had 
trusted its claims. Fortunes have been 
thrown away on the everlasting sequence 
of inventions for making gold. There 
have been machines for finding it in the 
sex and in oil, as well as claims to the 
secrets of the alchemists. 

j:ver the police authorities get their 
orportunities to confer lasting fame and 
fortune on hopeful inventors. ‘The most 
intevesting patent offered was a walking- 
stick which, it was claimed, would be 
a most valuable ally to every constable. 
It contained a revolver and ammunition, 
pen, ink and notebook, and—presumably, 
as ar aid in scientific crime investiga- 
Ljon---# telescope . and = microscope. 
Needless to add, such a stick took on the 
proportions of a club, and every officer 
would have been known by his walking: 
stick. Perhaps that was why the 
inventor failed to realise the fortune 
which he had hoped to win.

EXHIBITION IN DUBLIN. 


The exhibition of etchings now on view 


at the Mills Hall, Merrion Row, Dublin, was 
arranged by Mr. J. Crampton Walker, under 
the auspices of the New Irish Salon. There 
are more than 150 exhibits, comprising on 
ginal etchings and woodcuts, and represent- 
ing the work of some of the best know: 
British artists of the day. Mr. Frank 
Brangwyn, R.A., is represented in the Salon 
by many typical pieces. ‘‘ Alpine Bridge 
(18) will find much favour, but others equally 
interesting are “Notre Dame, Potctiers” 

There 
is a weaith of detail in the etchings of 
‘Rheims Cathedral” (24) and “ St. Jacques, 
Dieppe ” (22), by Henry C. Brewer. ‘The 
delicate work of Oliver Hall, R.A., in English 
countryside scenes will be much appreciated. 
‘Old Church, Portiand Bill’’ (47) is very 
good. ‘The Chancel, Ely Cathedral “ (57) 
and ‘* Chapel of the Nine Altars, Dyrham ” 
(58) have been beautifully treated by Albany 
lowarth, A R.E. They make a lovely pair, 
but many may prefer the same artist's treat 
ment of ** Advocates’ Close, Edinburgh’ 
(55). Another artist whose work is very 
we is W. P. Robins. 

Sir Frank Short, R.A., 1s also well repre 
sented, and visitors will be impressed by the 
vigour of his work in “ A Mountain Torrent “' 
(118), which is in strong contrast to the more 
delicate touch of ‘‘*Twixt Dawn and Dav ” 
(119). Charles Sims, R.A., has one exhibit, 
but it is a worthy effort—an aquatint, ‘* The 
Offering ” (122), in which the subject is wel) 
treated. Lovers of dogs will be very pleased 
with the trio of dog studies presented iy 
Vernon Stokes. The etching of “ 42nd Street, 
New York,” by William Walcot, is in strange 
contrast with the Eastern studies, “the 
Caravan,"’ and others in the same mood by 
this artist. Many will prefer the quieter 
touch of his ‘‘ St. Martin s Church.”’ 

The woodcuts in colours of Breslern Roth 
are deserving of special note. He has pre- 
sented a wide range of hird and animal life 
in glorious colours, and has imparted a slyiy 
humorous touch to his work.

GOVERNMENT HOUSE BUILDING. 

Mr. Vircent Rice, T.D., referred to the 
(Governmnent’s policy on housing, and said 
that in the first five years of office tie 
Government had built 11,000 houses—or mote 
than a quarter of the total number of houses 
estimated to be required for the Free State 
in 1922. In the Dublin area alone, from the 
time ef the appointment of the Commis 
sioners down to 1928, 2,574 . houses 
were fimished, at a total cost : ot 
£2.600,000, and since those figures were 
published 530 houses were built in the Drum- 
condra area alone, 

What was the attitude of Fianna Fail 
towards the recent attacks on jurors ai. 1 wit-' 
nesses’ because it was just as.much th: duty 
of an Opposition to assist in putting down 
crime as it was the duty of a Goveenrm >! 
The silence of that party, whatever their 
personal views were, was An encouragement to 
these people, and from it they were ertitled 
to draw the inference that their acts were not 
disapproved in that quarter, at any rate. 

THE CANDIDATE. 

Dr. O'Higgins, the candidate, said that the 
Government had faced the problems confront. 
ing them after 1922 bravely. and had built u 
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the credit of the country little by little. All 
the destruction caused by de Valera’s hordes 
was repaired, so that they were now in a 
position to grapple with what remained to 
he done. More employment had got to be 
found and more building done, but above al: 
‘hey must not upset the man who was in tle 
job at the moment. 

lle referred to unequal competition by 
‘huses, and said that railway workers and 
‘ramway workers were threatened by that 

mpetition; but the problem had been met 

an equitable manner. It was unpopular 
with the ’bus owners, but the position of the 
men in employment must be protected, if the 
situation of those out of work was to be 
eased. Their position would be tackled and 
employment would be found. The Govern. 
ment, he declared, had a record of which they 
were proud. . 

MINISTER'S SPEECH. 

Mr. P. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture. 
said that the real issue was whether the 
country was to be ruled by the majoritv—by 
the man who paid the taxes—or by the gun; 
and the issue was whether they wanted a 
second Mexico, or a decent civilised country 
where democratic government was understood. 
The majority was the king. The people 
owned the country, and it was for them to 
say whether thev were afraid of the coward 
with the gun. What was the attitude of de 
Valera’s party to the recent murders? ‘“ ] 
will tell you in one word—they are afraid of 
the murderers,” declared Mr. Hogan, amid 
applause.

the papers, made in Clonmel, to the effect 
that Irish freedom had to be attained by 
wading through Irish blood. He remembered 
three years ago the poisonous doctrine enun- 
clated by Mr. de V aleta, that the issue 
between majority rule and minority right—a 
piece of pettifogging—was yet to be bloodily 
fought out. How could the* man who said 
that condemn the murders that had taken 
place in Dublin? His party created phrases 
and shibioleths, and in the name of these 
wery phrases and shibboleths they stood for 
every crime that was committed for the last 
five years. How could they turn round and 
siy to these men that they were wrong’? The 
real truth was that they were afraid of them, 
and they would be afraid of them if they 
were In power to-morrow. 


APPEAL TO THE ELECTORS, 

He specially appealed to the electorate of 
North Dublin to give no countenance and 
nov quarter to any arty that did 
not stand absolutely ix the majority 
of the people to rule this country. 
They had won a freedom that their pre- 
decc:r “vs never dreamed of, or dreamed of 
asking, in spite of the persistent propaganda 
of their EO protahaca that was 
spread by the British all over the werld, 
that the reason they were not giving self- 
government to Ireland was because the Irish 
were incapable of governing themselves. 
"" Our fathers and grandfathers had to stand 
up against that,” said Mr. Hogan. “ They 
had to fight it in every country in the world, 
and it is for us to prove now that they 
were telling the truth; to prove that when 
the English have left the country we can 
establish civilised government. I do not 
want to make an issue between the Free 
State and the Republic. The issue is simple 
—has any man or anv section of men the 
rigit to dictate ‘to the majority of the 
people ”’’ 

“ What was the origin of all this shooting 
in Dublin?” asked Mr. Hogan. ‘‘ There is 
a section, and they are represented largely 
in the Fianna Fail Party, who believe that 
men are only influenced by fear. They are 
influenced by fear themselvyes—they are a 
fear-driven party. They are afraid of the 
past and afraid of the future. They have 
been influenced all along by nothing else 
except fear, and they believe other people 
are the same. I want to tell them that there 
are white men in this couotry who never 
looked over the sights of.a revolver, but who 
are not going to be cowed by any assassin.”* 


THE MAKING OF A COUNTRY. 

It was not the soldiers, the generals or 
the field-marshals who made such countries 
as France, Germany, or England great The 
man who saved America and saved England 
when they were in difficulties was the 
plain man in the street who did his duty 
regardiess of consequences, and who wor li 
not be cowed into doing what was wrong by 
any form of physical violence. ‘‘I believe 
there are white men in this country,” said 
Mr. Hogan, “ who even if they never saw a 
gun are never going to be cowed by the 
gunman or will never sell their sense of what 
is right or wrong to any cowardly gun bully, 
no matter who he is.” (Applause.) 

Fianna Fail, he said, talked of unity. Let 
them finish that talk once and for all. They 
can have it on certain terms, and certain 
terms only. Unity could be had on simple 
terms—one Government and one Army con- 
trolled by the majority. They would he 
just as wel] off ruled by the British, French, 
Germans, or Mexicans as being ruled by 
terror by any minority. Referring to a 
recent statement by Padhraic Ó Maille, who 
said he knew the man who shot him, Mr. 
Hogan said that a more shameless example 
of poltroonery he had never had the mis- 
fortune to read; ‘‘ and I ask Fianna Fail in 
the interest of the good name of this country 
not to take that unfortunate man around 
this constituency at all,” said Mr. Hogan. 
who added that he thought there were men 
in Fianna Fail who felt there was something 
Obscene about the statements of that sort. 


“THE REAL TROUBLE.” 


The real trouble with the Fianna Fail 
Party was not lack of intelligence, but lack 
of character. With the exception of some of 
their back benchers, who knew the country 
and had some sympathy with the conditions 
of the farmers and the men who paid the taxes, 
they were men of very little character. They 
were men who raised up all sorts of bogies, 
and who had done some dreadful things in 
the name of those bogies, and they now had 
net the courage to retrace their steps. Mr. 
de Valera proposed to repeal the Currency 
Act, and to induce the two hundred millions 
of Irish money which was invested abroad to 
be invested in this country, and to reope 
the financial settlement, especially in respect 
of land annuities. When they announced to 
the farmers that they would reopen the 
financial settlement, especially in respect of 
land annuities, the farmer who was in arrear 
knew that there was a good chance that he 
would not be asked to pay them. ‘That was 
what Republicanism came to. Their appeal 
was not to the Republican or Separatist senti- 
ment in this country, but an appeal to the 
farmer and the shopkeeper who were in debt. 
Ihe Government made no such claim. 

The reaction of the Great War was being 
felt around the world, and it was rather un. 
fortunate that the advent of self-government 
in Ireland should have coincided with these 
times. Self-government came ‘in 1991 when 
the world was suffering the most severe de 
pression that had occurred since the Middle 
Ages. Fianna Fail propaganda taught the 
world that Ireland was a benighted, forsaken 
and depressed country, where there was no 
hope for the future. They were preaching a 
doctrine of defeatism and decay. Their ame 
am was to destroy, and he firmly 
believed that they would rather sec 
the present Government beaten than a 
Republic established for united Ireland. If 
there was a Republic in Ireland to morrow. 
the most disappointed man in the country 
would be Mr. de Valera, and the most dis- 
appointed woman—should he mention her 
name—would be Mary MacSwiney. 

In conclusion, he asked the electors to 
forget empty phrases and help in the reign 
of law and order by electing Dr. O'Higgins. 
(Applause.)

THE OBJECT OF THE MEETING 

Mr, Sean T. O'Kelly said that the primary 
purpose of the meeting was to attest their 
belief in the gospel of Irish nationality and 
Irish Republicanism, and to welcome Mr. de 
Valera.

dustry, the policy which was to be adopted 
to raise the farmers from their present de 
plorable condition, and the safeguarding of 
the rights of town tenants. - Instead, Mr

and tried to make it the dominant ore in 
that election, 

It was: several weeks, as they knew, since 
an attempt was made on the life of a juror 
Who had acted in a political trial.

If he was 
so anxious to get the support of all classes of 
the community to help him in the task of 
securing and safeguarding thé lives of in.

He was as fond of his khaki elections as 
was Lloyd George. These tactics had served 
him in the past, and he hoped that they 
wonid save him from defeat in this election. 
He had tot heard any public or private 
individual or any member of any party or 
a attempt to condone what they did not 
resitate to call in the two cases either murder 
Or attempted murder. 

RESPONSIBILITY OF GOVERNMENTS. 

Why did Mr. Cosgrave come along at that 
slage with that challenge? Everybody knew 
that any Government that would take upon 
itself the task of governing must of necessity 
take tpon itself the responsibility for safe- 
guarding the lives of individua! citizens. Mr. 
Cosgrave had said; “ Wild men and hysterical 
women are preaching murder in this city. Men 
and women are supplying arms to boys who 
wer: al an ege when they should be still at 
acheol.’ It was very strange, said Mr. de 
Valera, that if that preaching had been going 
on that they had not all heard of it. Mr. 
Cosgrave said that he knew it had been going 
m. “Í do not know that it is going on,” 
sail Mr. de Valera. “TI have not heard any 
such preaching. We have not heard the 
preaching of murder, nor have I heard that 
mén ard women were supplying arms to boys 
who were at an age wher they should be 
still at school. Mr. Cosgravo says he knows 
it is going on. Very well then, if he knows 
that it is going on, he knows how to do his 
duty. I am sorry that Inshmen should he 
found to follow the headlines set to them 
in the past by the British rulers in this 
country. I think that the time for that ought 
to be gone. 1 think that the time ought to 
have come when all citizens here in this 
country should make up their minds that 
some way would have to be found in which 
they could peacefully resolve their political 
differences. That was why Fianna Fail was 
started Because we believe that there is the 
way.” 

Continuing, Mr, de Valera raid that there 
was an assembly in which political differences 
could be settled once the political 
tesi was yvemoved, and when Fianna 
Fail got into power their first act 
would be to remove all political tests 
Their economic programme was, as far as 
possible, to make the country economically 
independent. They regarded it as the duty 
of any modern Government to see that people 
willing to earn their bread would get the 
opportunity of earning it. They believed in 
having their own monetary system, and that 
Irish capital should be «invested in Irish 
ir ustry, instead of being investéd abroad. 

Mr. Cosgrave had said that 15,000 extra 
people had been given a in the 
protected industries, and it had been a hard 
struggle for Fianna Fail to get the Govern- 
ment to protect these industries.

Mr. Oscar Traynor said that Mr. Cosgrave 
had asked him when did he (Mr. Cosgrave) 
become an Imperialist.

The plaintiffs in the case of Fitzgibbon and 
others v. the Attorney-General appealed from 
an order of Mr. Justice Johnston refusing 


against the Attorney-General. boí; 

The plaintiffs were John Fitzgibbon, 
Edward Price, Joseph Grealy, George 
McDonald and Matthew Taylor, tipstaffs and 
criers : and in their action before Mr. Justice 
Johnston they claimed a declaration that 
they were entitled to a pension or compensa- 
tion under Article 10 of the Treaty for their 
loss on discharge from their respective offices 
as criers to the judges of «assize on the 
coming into operation of the Courts of 
Justice Act in Saorstat Eireann, 1924. They 
also sought an order fixing the amount of the 
pension ,or compensation payable to them. 

Kor many years prior to and in the year 
1921, it appeared, the plaintiffs held their 
offices as criers to the judges of assize on 
appointment by “the respective judges to 
whom they were attached. During the Com- 
mission of Assize they acted as whole time 
officers to the Courts of <Assize and their 
judges. ‘They received remuneration by way 
of salary and emoluments at the rate oi £190 
a year in respect of their duties as criers, 
the remuneration being paid to them partly 
out of moneys provided by the County 
Councils of the various counties in whic 
assizes were held and partly provided by 
fees legally payable by litigants. Under the 
Statutes and Orders relating to the establish- 
ment of Saorstat Eireann the plaintiffs, as 
criers, were transferred to, and became 
officials of, the Saorstat Eireann Govern- 
ment. During the period from the month of 
February, 1922, until June, 1924, the plain- 
tiffs, they alleged, were prevented from dis- 
charging their duties as criers, and lost the 
salary, emoluments and fees payable to them 
as such, , 

The defence was mainly a general traverse 
and a demal that the plaintiffs, as criers, 
were at any time officials, officers or public 
servants within the meaning of Article 10 of 
the ireaty or any of the Statutes or Orders 
specified in the statement of claim, or that 
they were transferred to, or became officials 
of, the Government of Saorstat Eireann, it 
was contended for the defendant that, if the 
plaintiffs held the office of criers to judges ot 
ussize they held them as officers attached 
to the persons of the be of assize, and 
as such were not entitled to any compensa- 
tion upon the abolition of their offices. 

The grounds of the appeal were that Mr. 
Justice Johnston's judgment, dated 28th 
March, 1928, was erroneous in law, and 
should be set aside; that the judgment was 
without evidence and contrary to the weight ot 
evidence; that the learned judge misdirected 
himsejf in holding that the plaintiffs are not 
entitled to the relief sought; and that he 
declined to admit evidence tendered in the 
plaintifis’ favour and erroneously admitted 
evidence against the plaintiffs. | 

In his judgment, dismissing the action, 
Mr. Justice Johnston, pointed out that to 
succeed the plaintifis must show that they 
were officials or public servants who came 
within the magic circle of Article 10, that 
they were transferred from one Government 
to another by virtue of a transfer of service, 
and that they had been discharged by their 
new employers. ‘Ihe first matter, he re- 
marked, was one of very considerable 
difliculty, involving some consideration of the 
ancient assize system of this country. The 
expense in connection with the pomp and cir- 
cumstance with which the Commissioners of 
Assize were surrounded, he si, ‘as in 
earlier times defrayed partly by the sheriff, 
partly by the grand jury, partly by fees 
which the judges were empowered to take 
from the litigants, and largely by the judges 
themselves, If the plaintiffs had declined to 
take office as tipstaves under the new Govern- 
ment it would be arguable that on the fixing 
of compensation their earnings on cirewt 
might be taken into account with their salary 
as tipstaff, but that question did not arise 
here. ® 

The plaintiffs’ case, however, was that ther 
employment ag circuit criers was an office 
quite separate and distinct from chat .Í tip- 
staff. If that was right, they could scarcely 
rely upon their specific transfer as tipstaves 
to the Provisional Government, as a transfer 
of services in another and quite distinct 
Capacity.

Weather and Wealth. 


Mankind’s reactions. to the weather are 
instantaneous. As Wordsworth’s heart 
leapt up when he beheld a rainbow in the 
sky, so warmth. after cold, and sunshine 
after gloom, create a sudden and general 
delight. Not often, we think, in the 
history of these islands have late February 
and early March provided a greater 
contrast of weather than in the’ present 
year ; very seldom, indeed, can an entering 
March, expected as a lion, have displayed 
so winsomely the temper of the lamb, In 
mid-February Arctic conditions prevailed 
throughout Europe. England lay beneath 
snow and ice; most of her thermometers 
fell far below freezing-point, and London’s 
unprepared millions were acutely miserable. 
Even in Ireland, though freezing-point 
was not reached often, February was a 
bitterly cold, unhealthy, depressing 
month—certainly one of the harshest 
Februaries within living memory. Then 
came March, bringing in its very first 
days not merely a_foretaste, but the 
actual presence, of Spring. The tempera- 
ture rose swiftly, sunshine filled the air 
and the trees became loud with birds: 
Nature had produced one of those grand 
transformation leave Art 
breathless. Throughout last week, although 
nights were chill and foggy, the days were 
mild and bright; and the poorest citizen 
of Dublin enjoyed such weather as the 
richest traveller had failed to find on the 
Riviera. England hag shared Ireland’s 
good fortune. At Kew, last Saturday, the 
temperature, which, a fortnight ago, h.d 
fallen many degrees below freezing-point, 
rose to 61 degrees; at Llandudno and 
other places on the Welsh coast it reached 
69 degrees, Tens of thousands of Londoners 
rushed to the country and the seaside ; 
and, in spite of the increased. cost. of 
petrol, a:! the roads of Southern England 
were congested with motor cars. Since 
sunshine breeds hope, the thought of a 
relapse into winter is not to be endured. 
At any rate, the omens, as we write, are 
good. Pressure changes are slight over the 
British Isles, and no break in the fine 
weather i likely for some days. Further- 
more, even if March falls, before its end,

London Statistics. 


The thirty-second annual volume of 
statistics published by the London County 
Council reveals many interesting facts. 
The governance of Londor is conducted 
by nearly 450 separate authorities. It is 
calculated that nearly 10,000 unpaid 
persons take part in the administration 
of these bodies. London’s growth in area 
is sufficiently wonderful, but the increase 
in the volume and intensity of its traffic 
is yet. more remarkable. In 1902, it was 
calculated that the railways, tramways 
and other transport services of the 
metropolis carried some _ 1,100,000,000 
passengers during twelve months; the 
total for the year 1927 was estimated at 
3,720,000,000. Not merely are more 
persons travelling, but individuals travel 
more frequently now than in former 
times. Thus, it was calculated in 1902 
that, on an average, every London citizen 
made 166 journeys in every year. In 
1927 the number of journeys per head of 
population had risen to 476. Modes of 
travel are changing. In 1914 the number 
of persons travelling by train in London 
was 649,000,000. In 1922 this had risen 
to 892,000,000, and, despite some falling 
off, the total has remained fairly constant 
since then. Tramway passengers have 
increased from 844,000,000 in 1914 to 
1,012,000,000 in 1927; while omnibus 
travellers have increased from 757,000,000 
to 1,822,000,000. It is evident that the 
omnibus is growing rapidly in public 
favour as a means of transportation 
within Greater London, although ' the 
increase in omnibus traffic represents a 
growth in mobility of population rather

‘There are few 
villages in Ireland to compare with West 
Wycombe in point of architectural grace ;

The 
gaudy petrol pump and the yarage ol 
corrugated iron which disngure many 
old English villages are not to be found 
in the villages ot Ireland.

SIR JOHN ROBINSON. 

Sir John Robinson, who died at his resi- 
dence, Worksop Manor, yesterday, aged 
ninety years, was known as Nottingham’s 
grand old man. He was one of the most note- 
worthy personalities im tho racing world, 
though present-day racegoers knew him 
chiefly as head of the famous Worksop Manor 
breeding establishment. He had been in turn 
farmer, yookmaker, brewer, wholesale 
tobacconist, laundryman, business speculator, 
and bloodstock buyer. Most of his money 
was made iu racing, but he increased it con- 
siderably by his commercial undertakings. 
He was knighted in 1906. ‘The small business, 
founded by his father, grew into a big con- 
cern, and eventually became known as the 
Home Brewery at Daybrook. In partnership 
with a Mr. Barnsdale, he started a tobacco 
and cigar factory, which developed into huge 
dimensions, and was eventually sold to 
Messrs Cope and Co., of Liverpool. In 

artnership with his brother, he started the 
jth se Steam Laundry. Among his early 
speculations in land was an estate comprising 
some two thousand acres et Thurgaston and 
Fiskaton, in the Valley of tLe Trent. after- 
wards he »urchase the Worksop “arcr Stud 
fram the. Duke of Newcastle for £55,000. 
With this and other purehases of land, Sir 
John owned in all some 4,500 acres. 

The sales from the Workson Manor Stad 
had. reached a figure well over a quarter of 
a’-million pounds sterling since Sir John 
Robinson took over occupation. The best 
vears were 1912, when twenty lots realised 
22,680. gur eas, and 1913, when nineteen lots 
made 25.500 cuineas. 

Sir John bred many good horses, the most 
famous being Papyrus, who won the Derby 
for thc Jate Mr. Ben Irish in 1923. Mr. 
Irish bought him for 3,500 guineas as a 
yearling. Papyrus won in stakes £17,863. 
but he failed in the sensational match against 
the American-bred colt, Zev, at Belmont 
Park in 1923.

England’s wonder drive piloted his 
super-car “ver the hard sands with a skill 
and dexterity amounting to positive 
cenius. Those who were privileged to 
witness the dizzy churning and well-nigh 
invisible progress of the Golden Arrow 
had the thrill of their lives. 


A GREAT RECEPTION. 


Of the many thousands of spectators 
who thronged the course there was not a 
single one who did not heartily agree with 
Major Segrave when he told newspaper 
representatives this morning. that he 
estimated his chances of survival as one 
in ten. 

Upon his return to the grand stand 
after his two runs Major Segrave was 
ereeted with thunderous applause from 
the sporung crowd of thousands of 
American spectators, who were unable to 
vestrain themselves in their excitement, 
and rush: | out on the course and sur- 
rounded him. 

The Golden Arrow, like its pilot, 
secmed little worse for the experience, 
but the police had difficulty in keeping 
the surging throng away from it.

TAX ON FLOUR IN THE 
FREE STATE. 


REPORTED DECISION BY 
THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL,

A report was current in Dublin yester- 
day that the Free State Government had 
decided, or was about to decide, to impose 
a tax on high-grade flour imported into 
the Free State. 

It is. a fact that more high-grade flour 
(which consists of a 25 per cent. extrac 
tion from the wheat) is consumed in the 
Free State in proportion to the population 
than in Great Britain. 

The demand for high-grade flour.in the 
Free State has the effect of leaving large 
quantities of the lower grade flour on the 
hands of the millers, and it is stated that 
the tax 1s to be imposed with the object 
of stimulating the sale of the lower grade

The history of how the late Judge 
Higgins of the Australian High Coart 
came to leave the sum of twenty thousand 
pounds to the Royal Irish Academy was 
learned yesterday by an Irish Times repre- 
sentative from Mr. George Russel], through 
whose advice and influence the bequest 
was made. ) 

As a result of a visit to Mr. Russell 
while he was here in Ireland many’ years 
ago, and of correspondence later, Mr. 
Justice Higgins decided to leave what 
fortune he had for the benefit of his native 
country. His visit to Ireland took place 
many years ago— Mr. Russell was not sure 
of the date, but he has a very keen. re- 
collection of the noble and distinguished 
personality of Mr. Higgins and of his 
interest in all things pertaining to Irish 
culture. 


TRAVELLING SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Some years ago in an article in the 
Irish Statesman Mr. Russell deplored 
the absence of a sufficient fund for 
travelling scholarships for art students. 
Mr. Justice Higgins saw this plea, and 
wrote immediately to Mr. Russell. He 
stated that he had set aside a sum of four 
thousand pounds for this purpose. 

Later on he wrote to say that he had 
been considering the establishment of a 
Chair for Irish in one of the Australian 
universities; but it had occurred to him 


country would desire to learn Irish. He 
then definitely asked Mr. Russell’s advice 
as to whether he could suggest seme more 
efficacious way of helping Irish culture. 
“T had already been urging upon the 
Government the need for a fund for 
publications in connection with Irish 
literature,” Mr. Russell said. “When I 
received that letter 1 went to see four of 
the best Irish scholars in Ireland— Dr. 
Gwynn, now Provost of Trinity College ; 
Dr. Oswald Bergin, Dr. Best, of the 
National Library, and Professor O'Rahilly. 


IRISH MANUSCRIPTS. 


“Between us we’ worked out a plan, 
which we sent to Mr Justice Higgins, and 
he accepted it. Our suggestion was to 
create.a fund called the Higgins Trust, 
to. be administered by the Royal: Irish 
Academy, for the printing, translation and 
editing of Irish texts ; to make fac-similes 
of the texts where the manuscripts were 
rare, and for the foundation of travelling 
scholarships and research work. 

“There is a great deal of Irish material 
still to be found in various ‘universities 
on the Continent, and it would be well 
worth while to endow a scholarship for 
research, for instance, in the Spanish 
universities, where the manuscripts are 
completely uncatalogued and may contain 
a great deal. of Irish matter.” 

Mr. Justice Higgins replied, accepting 
the suggestion of Mr, Russell and the 
four others he had consulted. He had 
had his will drawn up, and enclosed the 
clause dealing with the donation to 
Ireland. He mentioned that it: would 
come into operation after his own death 
and the death of his wife. He expressed 
his great pleasure at having the approval 
of a group of such distinguished scholars. 

Details about the manuscripts to be 
‘dealt with were asked for, whether they 
were very numerous, and also what was 
to become of the income of the fund after 
all the manuscripts had been published. 


TWO FUNDS, 


From this it would appear that there 
may be two distinct funds, one for travel- 
ling scholarships. and one for, Irish publi- 
cation and research. Mr. Justice Higgins 
may. have allocated the four tLousand 
pounds he wrote of first, and later have 
left the larger sum as well. 

So far nothing definite is known beyond 
what Mr. Russell and the four gentlemen 
he consulted have known for some years.

WANDERING

WHITE FLAG FLOWN 
IN MEXICO, 


GENERAL'S OFFER TO 
SURRENDER, 


“10 BE EXLOUTED.”

NEW YORK, Monday. 


Mexican Federal troops took Canitas, 
a railway junction in the State of 
Zacatecas, yesterday without a fight. 
Thence they despatched 2,000 troops 
westward by railway to attack Durango, 
and another column northward to join 
6,000 or 8,000 troops under General 
Almazan, who is advancing irom 
Monterey to attack Torreon. 

The Federal Commander - in - Chief, 
General Calles (the former President), 
conf.dently expects to have both places 
in his hands in forty-eight hours at the 
most. 
According to a Government communiqué 
the capture of Canitas was unexpectedly 
easy. A Federal airman flew over the 
rebel lines there, and saw everywhere 
white flags. 


GENERAL IN FLIGHT, 

When notified of this the Federal out- 
posts immediately got into touch with the 
rebels, and three regiments of incurgents, 
each consisting of 360 men, surrendered 
and were incorporated into the Federal 
Army. 

The insurgent commander, General 
Urbalejo, is reported to have fled towards 
Chihuahua, with only thirty followers. 
The Government states that the regiments 
which left General Urbalejo had been 
deceived into thinking that they were 
fichting for the Governmert. When they 
learned the truth they leit him. ~* 

The insurgent forces under. General 
Manzo and General Roberto Cruz have 
arrived within one hundred miles of 
Mazatlan in their march down the west 
co:st. General Don Jaime Cariilo, in 
command there, has only a small force, 
but professes confidence that he can hold 
the city. 


LEADERS TO BE EXECUTED. 

The Government announced last night 
that General Aguirre, the insurgent 
leader, who fled southward alter the 
collapse of the defence of Vera Cruz,- had 
offered to surrender if he were allowed tu 
leave the coutitry in safety. The promise 
was refused, as the Government intends 
to make an example of General Aguirre, 
as it has of three other rebel generals. 
Execution promises, in fact, to be the fate 
of all the rebel leaders captured. 

Mexican naval vessels are patrolling the 
coast south of Vera Cruz to cut off any 
attempt of General Aguirre to escape by 
sea, and he is being hunted down from 
three directions by ‘land forces. 


REBELS WIN A STATE. 

The rebel general, Don Fausto, who left 
Navajoa Sonora yesterday with 300 men 
to join part of Genera! Manzos’s forces at 
Culiacan, predicted that ihe insurgents 
would be in Guadalajara, the capital of 
Jalisco—on the direct route to Mexico 
City —by April 1st. 

The possibility of this prediction being 
realised has been increased by news that 
an uprising in Nayarit has won that State 
for the rebels. 

If General Carillo, the commander at 
Mazatlan, is compelled to retreat from 
that city he will have to fight his way 
through Nayarit to get back to Mexico 
City.

A NINE-MILE COURSE.

Mrs. Segrave occupied a box seat in the 
front stand. Mr. Ray Keech, who drove 
the Triplex in her record-breaking run 
last year, and was barred from driving it 
again this year, because his relations had 
been broken off with Mr. White and Mr. 
Tommy Milton, the veteran American 
crack, who held the beach record of 
156 m.p.h. before Major Segrave shot up 
the mark to 203 m.p.h. two years ago, 
were also among the spectators.

Major Segrave, therefore, bought anold— 
almost an obsolete—car, helonging to the 
old Grand Prix period. Without achtev 
ing very much with it, he was able to 
prove his ability, and later he became 
associated with Mr. -Louis Coatalen. 


THE GRAND PRIX. 

In 1922 Britain had fared badly in all 
the post-war. European road races, and a 
success was badly needed to give a fillip 
to British Overseas trade. Major Segrave 
competed in the Grand Prix in France 
that year, and, driving brilliantly, he Leat 
all the Continental cracks to win the most 
important race of the year. Since then 
he has gone from success to success. In 
1925, and again in 1926, he won the 
Junior Car Clubs Race at Brooklands, Ha 
created many short distance track 
“ records,” and won a number of minor 
races. 


HIS EARLIER “ RECORD.” 

Then Mr. Louis Coatalen, the man who 
at one time had refused to let him have a 
car, began to build a world ‘“‘record”’ 
breaker, and it was arranged that Segrave 
should attack the land speed record at 
Daytona. His memorable record of 203.79 
m.p.b., which he accomplished at 
Daytona in 1927, lifted the land speed 
record by about 30 miles an hour. 

Until he actually attempted the record 
he had never driven the car. Jt was a 
voyage into the unknown. No other man 
had ever travelled anything like 200 miles 
an hour.on land, and it was impossible to 
tell what would happen. Actually his car 
was caught in a broadside wind and de- 
veloped an enormous skid, but Major 
Segrave held on, and after carrying away 
some guide posts he got back on the 
course. 

Major Segrave discovered when he had 
completed the course that at such a speed 
nothing could be done to stop the car. 
Carried by ‘his own momentum he covered 
nearly nine miles, and fonud himself con- 
fronted with sand hillé at the end of 
Daytona Beach. With’ unerring instinct 
he drove his. car into the sea, using the 
waves as hydraulic buffers.

Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice Hanna and 
Mr. Justice ©’ Byrne in the case stated 
by the Commissioners appointed for the 
Special Purposes of the Income Tax Acts 
in relation to the appeal by the repre. 


sentatives of the late Earl of Iveagh 
against assessments to income tax and 


super tax in certain years. 

The effect of the judgment was that, in 

substance, the representatives of the late

THE THREE POINTS.

Act, 1925, Section 12, by the Commissiorers 
jor the Special Purposes of the Income Tax 
Acts. It raised, for the opinion of that 
(onrt, certain questions which were deter- 
mined by such Commissieners on an appeal 
by the late Earl of Iveagh from a decision 
of the Revenue Commissioners upholding 
assessments made upon him in respect of 
income tax for the vears ending the 5th 
April, 1924, 1925, 1926 and 1927, and in 
respect of super tax for the vears ending the

The Commissioners for the Special Pur- 
poses of the Income Tax Acts determined :— 
1—That the appellant was domiciled in 
Saorstat Eireann in each of the years of 
assessment from 1923-24 to 1926-27, inclu- 
sive, within the meaning of rule 2 (a) of 
Case IV. and rule 3 (a) of Case V. of 
Schedule D of the Income Tax Act, 1918;

residence in England seemed to his lordship 
to be clear. He could rot doubt that the 
true view of the facts was that the late Earl! 
of Iveagh, notwithstanding the extent and 
value of his Irish property and his repeated 
visits here. bad his chief residence In 
England. 

That such residence was “ freely chosen 
and not prescribed or dictated by any 
external necessity ’’ must be conceded. and 
that it was ‘‘ residence fixed, not for a 
limited period or particular purpose, but 
general and indefinite in its future contem- 
plation,” was, he thought, the reasonable 
inference from the facts that he had stated. 

There was, however, further evidence 
which must be taken into account in deter- 
mining the question of domicile in this case— 
viz.. the declarations contained in the deed 
poll of the 25th March, 1920, and the oral 
evidence given by the late Earl before the 
Commissioners. 

Having considered the deed poll and the 
evidence, Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he 
was of opinion that prior to the years of 
assessment the late Earl of Iveagh had re- 
linquished his domicile of origin, and 
acquired a domicile of choice in England. 
The first question submitted for the opimon 
of the Court should. therefore. be answered 
in the negative. If, as he held, the late 
Earl of Iveagh had acquired a domicile in 
England prior to the year 1922, the second 
question should also be answered in the 
negative. 

NOT DOMICILED IN FREE STATE. 

The late Earl was not domiciled in the 
area of the jurisdiction of the Irish Free 
State at the time of the coming into opera- 
tion of the Constituion, and, accordingly, 
was not a citizen of the Irish Free State 
within the meaning of Rule 2 (a) of Case IV. 
and Rule 3 (a) of Case V. of Schedule D of 
the Income Tax Act, 1918, and the finding 
of the Special Commissioners to the con- 
trary was erroneous in law. The second 
question asked by the Special Commissioners 
should, therefore, be answered in 
negative. ; 

‘The third question, as framed by the Com- 
missioners, recognised the principle which 
had now been settled by the decisions of 
“Levene v. Inland 
Revenue Commissioners ; and Commissioners 
of Inland Revenue v. Lysaght; and Egyptian 
Delta Land and Investment Co., Ltd., v. 
Todd, that the conclusion of the Commis- 
sioners on the question of residence was a 
finding of fact which could not be disturbed 
if there was evidence to support it, provided 
they did not misdirect themselves in law. 

is Jordship was not prepared to say that 
there was no evidence on which the Commis 
sioners could rightly hold that the late Earl 
of Iveagh was residing in Saorstat Fireann 
in the years 1924.25, 1925-26, and 1926.27. 

As reyards the years 1922-23 and 1923-24, 
he thought that the decision of the Special 
Commissioners was right. No doubt, the late 
Earl had a residence in the Free State in 
the #@ars 1922-25 and 1925.24, but that fact 
was pot sufficient to establish his liability to 
tax. In view of the fact that at no time 
during those two years in question was the 
late Earl in this country, he thought that 
the Special Commissioners were right in 
coming to the conclusion that he was not 
a person residing in Saorstat Eireann in 
those vears. si 

His lordship was, therefore. of opinion that 
the third question asked by the Special Com. 
missioners should be answered in the affirma- 
tive. 


MR. JUSTICE HANNA. 
ENGLISH ESTATES. 


VALUE TEN TIMES 
GREATER THAN IRISH. 


Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course of his 
udgment—-concurring with the judgment of 
the President—said that the points in that

This they 

purported to do by evidence that he had 

abandoned his Irish domicile of origin and 
uired one of choice in England. 

A person could only have one domicile at 
a time, and @o establish a new domicile of 
choice it must be shown that the domicile 
of origin as a domicile had been given up, 
and that in respect of the new domicile of 
choice he, in fact, resided there and had the 
intention of making it his permanent home 
for. an indefinite period. 

TRANSFER TO LONDON. 

In considering the evidence they must have 
regard to the tact that the late Lord Iveayh 
was a man of such great wealth and property 
that the magnitude of those in each country 
must be considered relatively to his own 
position. 

It was not controverted that until 1890 he 
had retained his domicile of origin. He was 
then forty-three years of age, had been fifteen 
years married, and had two residences and « 
landed estate in Ireijand, as well as a London 
house. He had sold the brewery to the 
present company, but retained his position 
as chairman. . 

The year 1890 was the commencement of an 
epoch in his life, all the events ef which 
were relicd upon as evidence of change ol 
domicile in fact and in intent. In that yeur 
he resigned his chairmanship of the brewery 
and enlarged his London residence. His wile 
and children went to London to reside there 
as their home, and he transferred all his 
papers and financial business from his Irish 
to his London bank. 

ENGLISH ESTATES. 

After that date his visits to Ireland were 
not frequent, «nd were of short duration. 
Within the next four years he purchased 
another English residence at Thornhill in the 
Isle of Wicht, und later the estate of Elveden 
In 1900 he purchased Heat!: 


Kenwood. He invested over half a million ir 
ground rents in Kensington. From 1890 Ix 


ilways used for business purposes and for | 


legal documents the address of his London 
house. 

He never exercised the franchise in Ireland, 
and in 1915 disposed of a considerable portion 
of his property in Stephen’s Green and Castle- 
knock. 


The evidence against his having abandoned 


his Irish domicile. proceeded his lordship. 
might be also shortly summarised. He re- 
tained bot} his Irish houses, spent £40.000 


on one and £15,000 on the other. He has 
the necessary caretaking staff, but when he 
wished to reside in them íor any period he 
transferred his London stafi to Ireland. 

In the ordinary course of his life he resided 
in one or other of those houses only ad 
intervals, when he was bronght over either 
for brewerv business or in connection with his 
annual visit and cniertainmert during Horse 
Show week. He rejoined the board of the 
brewery in 1897, and resumed the chaiiman- 
ship in 1902 

GALWAY ESTATE. 

In 1915 he acquired under the will of his 
hrother, Lord Ardilaun, an estate at Ashford, 
Co. Galway. He had two banking accounts 
in lyreland to deal solely with financial matters 
arising out of his Irish property and with 
the dividends from Irish securities. Un- 
doubtedly he never ceased to be interested 
in the various schemes he had endowed in 
Irelv:ind for the benefit of the poor and the 
working classes. 

Some importance must he attached to the 
fact that the English property was nearly teu 
limes as great as the Irish, the former heing 
valued at £1,050,000 and the latter at 
£10.000. It showed a predisposition towards 
Eneland. 

The deed of 25th March, 1920, could, pro- 
ceeied his lordship, in his opinion, be fairly 
deser:bed by the words used by Lord 
Broughain iu Seddon'’s case as ‘‘ making 
evidence for himself.”’ 

It was made at a time when Lord Tveach 
or his advisers thought that some time a 
question might arise as to his domicile, having 
regard to the future constitutional prospects 
in Treland, which were then unsettled, and 
that a record should be prepared to be avail- 
able. if necessary, after his death. 

At the hearing before the Special Commis- 
sioners, Lord Iveagh gave evidence to the 
same effect as to the declarations in the deed 

OCCASIONAL VISITS. 

Proceeding, his lurdship expressed agree- 
ment with the observation of the President 
of the court that the deed was at least 
evidence of intention. He found his mind 
influenced maluly by the fact that the focus 
of Lord Iveagh’s lite was changed definitely 
from Jreland to England, and there he had 
his family, home and business centre. There 
he spent about seven-eighths of his life. 

On the case he must take it that Lord 
Iveagh’s visits to Ireland after 1890 and prior 
te 1910 were short and occasional visits. 

He had come to the conclusion that Lord 
Iveagh at the relevant dates from 5th Apvil, 
1922, in respect of which the assessments 
were made was not domiciled in the Irish 
Free State, but in England, and that he had 
acquired that domicile of choice both in fact 
and intent. Under Article 3 of the Constitu- 
tion of the Irish Free State his citizenship 
therein would depend upon whether he was 
domiciled within the area of the jurisdiction 
of the Irish Free State on 6th December, 1922. 
As he was not so domiciled. he was not, and 
had not since become a “ citizen of the Irish 
Free State.” 

The decision on the preceding points took 
him out of Cases [V. and V.. rule 2, and out 
of General Rules, rule 3, so that no question 
arose as to the meaning of the special words 
used therein} viz.: ‘‘ordinarily resident,” 
‘ordinary residence,’’ or “ occasional resi- 
dence.”’ 

The next question, proceeded his jordship, 
was whether Lord Iveagh during the several 
periods of change from 1922-27 was within the 
ambit of rule 1 (a) I. of Schedule D. as being 
“a person residing in the Irish Free State ” 
during any such period. 

A FOREIGNER. 

Having referred to the arguments of counsel 
on this question, his Jordship said that for 
the purpose thereof Lord I[veagh was as 
regards the Irish Free State a foreigner. 

Foreigners were not, as such, exempt from 
taxation. Their lability might be stated 
generally as arising from residence, or if non- 
resident from property, profits or income hav- 
ing their source of payment or receipt within 
the State. 

As in that case it was sought to make the 
estate of Lord Iveagh liable in respect of his 
whole income, irrespective of the locality of 
source, the question of his residence or non- 
residence and the meaning thereof, became 
of importance. 

Taking the Act of 1918, they found that 
for the purposes of supertax in S.5 (3) b a 
specified relief was given to a person in the 
service of the State ‘‘abroad,’’ but that did 
rot help them. In 8.7 (2) provision was made 
in certain cases not covering that one to im- 
pose liability upon a ‘‘ non-resident person,”’ 
through a “ person chargeable or assessable 
as representing a non-resident person.” That 
Section would be unnecessary if “ non-resi- 
dents '” were themselves assessable in respect 
of tax where any specific liabilitv was laid on 
them. Under Section 24 of the Finance Act, 
1920, a ‘‘ non-resident foreigner’? was de- 
prived of the allowances and deductiens in 


respect «f taxable earned income properly 
chargesble against him, to tax under the 
Statute. / 


SCHEDULE D. 
When thev came to the rules under Sche- 
dule D. they found that Rules I. (a) 1. and n. 
contained provisions as to '“ persons residing “’ 
in the Irish Free State, and in iii. a special 
provision as to trades, professions or call- 
Ings exercised within the Irish Free Státe, 
but expressly including and making that rule 
applicable to ‘‘ any person whether 2 citizen 
of the Jrish Free State or not,” and “al. 
though not resident in the Irish Free State.” 
Why were the words *‘ whethe citizen 
of the Ivish Free State or not” inser od as a 
qualification of ' person ” Could .t mean 
that “ person” only included citizeus of the 
Irish Free State who became liable under 
those rules to taxation on all property or 
profits of trade or employment, irrespective 
of the locality of the source, leaving rule iii, 
to catch the non-resident and resident 
foreigner only in respect of property or pro- 
fits, the source of which was within the State? 
In such a view Lord Iveagh would not be 
liable in respect of the whole of his income, 
as he would not fall within such a meaning 
of '“ person.” The alternative view was that 
the words were inserted ex abundanti cautetu, 
and for the sake of greater clearness. 
_ In pursuance of rule iii. obligations were 
imposed by rules 10, 11 and 12 on foreign 
partners ‘in a business within the Irish Free 
State and upon partners within the Tash Free 
State in respect of a foreign partnership or 
business. 
This differentiation would seem to support 
the limitation suggested on rules i. and ii. 
he same remark might be applied to the 
consideration of the rule with reference to 
income arising from securities out of the 
L.F.S., which, while directing that the tax 
was to be computed op the fyll amount of 
the income therefrom, whether received in 
the LF.8. or net, sabjected it to the excep- 
tion of rule 2. that this was not to apply to 
any person who was not domiciled in the 
S., or, being a citizen thereof, was ‘‘ not 
ordinarily resident ’’ therein.

to ‘‘ every citizen of the L.F.S.”" That would 
rule, of course, Lord Iveagh out of its appli- 
cation, but the necessity of such an express 
enactment in the case of non-resident citi- 
zeus helped them to find an underlying prin- 
ciple in the Acts. 
RESIDENCE ABROAD 

If such a citizen had, in addition to his 
qualification of citizenship, av ordinary resi 
dence in the J.F.S., it was not an answer 
that at the time of the assessment and charge 
he was absent cr non-resident, if such absence 
was for the purpose only of ‘‘ occasional 
residence ” abroad. He was to be charged 
as a person ‘‘ actually residing in the LIS.” 

It might well be that, under that rule, a 
citizen absent through illness for a lengthy 
period, even two years, might be liable to 
tax, but it required that special enactment 
to impose such a liability, and it was limited 
to a citizen where such a regulation did not 
exist, so as expressly to cover the case of 
an actually v1on-resident foreigner, who 
merely had a house or houses here, though 
equipped as potential residences, the Court 
should not be concerned to give an artificia, 
or strained meaning to auy provision that 
did not clearly impose such a liability. 

NOT A CITIZEN. 

Mr. Justice Hanna went on to say that 
here the question was whether there was any 
evidence upon which, if they sent the case 


back to the Special Commissioners, they 
could find that Lord Iveagh was, in the 
years -24, ‘‘a person residing in the 
I.F.S.” within Schedule D, rule Ja. The 


question of the meaning to be given to 
‘“ ordinarily resident ’’ did not arise, as Lord 
Iveagh, not being domiciled at the time of 
the coming into operation of the Constitu- 
tion, Article 3 did not apply to him so as to 
make him a citizen of the LF.S.  Accord- 
ingly he did not fall under either of the 
categories in those rules. 

He was of opinion that “ residing’ was 
interpreted for them by the General Rule 3 
to mean “ actually residing.’’ He was also 
influenced bv the fact that in many instances 
specific provision was made for non-resident 
subjects and foreigners, but no one of those 
covered the presert facts, and the plain 
meaning of the language was against the 
Commissioners’ contention. 

Accordingly the questious submitted should 
be answered to the effect that Lord Iveagh, 
at the relevant dates, was not domiciled in, 
nor was he a citizen of, the State, and that 
during the two charging periods from 1922-24 
there was no evidence that he was residing 
in the State within the meaning of the rule.

the compilation of a new 
dictionary, necessitated by Mustapha Kemal’s, 
plan to reform the Turkish language, has led 
to the discovery that there are not more 
than 24,000 words m the Ottoman vocabu- 
lary. This is less than one-fourth the number 
in the standard English dictionaries. An 
expert has computed that the best Turkish 
scholars know only 10,000 words, ordinary 
educated Turks onlv from 2,500 to 4,000, and 
the lower-class town folk 1,200, while the 
Anatolian peasant’s vocabulary is limited to 
800 words.
